Dear Dr. ialconer: 
I am a member of the Board of Directors of 
the Brearley School of this city and we are looking for a 
Head Master to succeed the late J.G.Croswell who was for 
many years the head of the school and I write to know whether 
you are able to suggest the names of any men whom you think 
would be suitable for the purpose and likely to be interested 
in the proposition. 

This is a school for girls and its building is lo- 
cated at the southwest corner of 61st Street and Park Avenue 
in this city. This building was completed two or three years 
ago and is a fireproof construction and, as we think,thor- 
ouchly up to date. The school was founded by Samuel Brearlgy 
but a year or two afterwards Mir-Brearley died and lir.Croswell, 
who was then a member of the teaching staff of Harvard,was 
called to succeed him. The property of the school is held 
by a corporation,all the stock of which,however, is deposited 


under a trust for the education of girls, Its present

site was purchased at a cost of about $213,000 and its new build- 
ing cost a little over $200,000, The number of pupils at pres- 
ent in attendance is about three hundred and fifty. I think 

the mortgage upon the property was originally $200,000 but it 
has since been reduced to the extent of $20,000 and the policy 
of the school will be to gradually reduce the mortgage but not 
so rapidly as in any way to impair the efficiency of the teach- 
ing staff. The school aims to give a thorough education and 
the Head Mastership is really a fine position. Mr.Croswell re- 
ceived a salary of $7000 and a good successor will no doubt 
receive as much. 

You will appreciate that in the Head Master of such an 
institution should be combined attractive,or at least reasonably 
attractive personal qualities and tact as well as culture. It 
occurred to me that some of the men you know ,who perhaps have re- 
ceived the benefits of the culture of an English University might 
be available. Any suggestions you may make will be welcomed.
